Teheran, Jan. 14. - 


Any Iranian motorist found guilty of murder, 
after abducting his victim with intent to kill, rob 
or rape, will shortly be liable to a sentence of 
death without benefit of mercy from the Judge. 


This amendment to ‘he 
criminal law of Iran, which was 
approved by Parliament at the 
Government's special request at 
the end of 1054, wil come into 
effect carly this year (1957). 


Before the law was amended, 
the Judge had the right 10 com- 
mute the death sentence to life 
murder 


imprisommem tn all 


cases, 


‘But a wavo of murders, rob- 
beries and criminal assaults 
committed by motorists in 1955 
ond 1856 led the Government to 
take severe actlon ‘against such 
ethminals, They decided to treat 
thia kind of crime as a special 
cose, In future, the Judge will 
not have the right to show any 
morcy to highway-murderers. 


NOT KNOWN 


Many of the murders, the 
exact number of which ts not 
known, were committed by taxl- 
drivers, In soyeral cases, the 
victim was a "fare" picked up 
outside a bank. The, taxi- 
driver tools hint to a loncly 
gully in the Elburz foothills, 
north of Teheran, stole dls 
wallet or brief case, which had 
been newly replenished at the 
bank, and killed him to avoid 
future recognition. 


Some foreigners were robbed 
in this way, but the thieves, 
whother confident of avoiding 
recognition or afraid of thre con- 
coquencea, stopped ahort of 
murder,
